_ In Englewood Revival 


This is Tuesday afternoon. 
Though the revival has not brok- 
en out in the great power and 
blessing that we expect, yet there 
is an increasing weight of con- 
viction and a deepening of the at- 
titude of confession and prayer 
and tears on the part of Chris- 
tians. Sunday it was my privilege 
to speak five times; on radio 
KVOD at 7:45, to combined adult 
and young people’s department at 
9:45, at 11 o'clock to a wonder- 
ful audience on “The Power of 
Pentecost—Is It for Us Today, 
What It Will Do and How to Have 
It.” (Printed in this issue of The 
Sword of the Lord). There were 
some conversions and five or six 
additions to the church with a fine 
time of tears and people kneeling 
in the altar in prayer to God for 
the power of the Spirit of God 
upon the revival, upon the homes 
and their unsaved loved ones. At 
3 P.M. we’ had a Mother’s Day 
service when I spoke on “Mother, 
Home and Heaven.” The two-hour 
service ended with a great time 
of dedication to God on the part 
of mothers. There were probably 
over a thousand people present. 
Sunday night I preached on “Fa- 
thers and Families’ with special 
reference to the Philippian jailor 
and his household. The great tab- 
ernacle, 75 by 125 feet, was packed 
except for a few seats in the back. 
In the short invitation there were 
several conversions. 


The power of God is working. 
I have given an invitation only 
three times in the tabernacle and 


Ponce in a street service, yet peo- 


ple continue to be saved. A young 
husband to whom I spoke before 
the service one night was stricken 
in his heart, settled the matter, 
and told his family of it at home. 
He came out publicly to claim 
Christ Saturday night. A young 
woman who had been deep in sin 
attended, left the service one night, 
but came back in the tabernacle 
and was converted.

We prayed, and he 
prayed the publican’s prayer, “God 
be merciful to me a sinner,” and 
tearfully and genuinely he trusted 
Christ for forgiveness and claimed 
it openly to his friends. 

This morning a man who was — 
offended at the plain preaching of — 
the pastor and who said people — 
might call him an atheist, stopped — 
the pastor’s wife on her way to 
church, said that he wished he 
had the peace Christians seemed to 
have and requested her to have 
the church pray that he might be 
saved! We had that prayer this 
morning and we earnestly hope to 
see him saved soon.

One woman who had been 
broken hearted and praying over 
a lost daughter a few days ago 
committed herself definitely to ex- 
pect a blessing from God and to 
claim the salvation of the lost 
girl. Last night she arose with 
beaming face in the congregation 
to say that she had received a 
letter from her daughter in Cali- 
fornia saying that she had there © 
attended a service and was con- 
verted! God is answering prayer. 

There were a number of con- 
versions Sunday night. 


Attendance From All Over 
Colorado 


The distance people come to at- 
tend this revival is remarkable. 
Delegations have attended from 
Byers, sixty miles away; from 
Burlington, Colorado, 175 miles, 
just on the Kansas and Colorado 
line; from Haxton, Colorado, about 
175 miles northeast, from Castle 
Rock, thirty miles south; from 
Kiowa, thirty miles southeast;

“1. And it came to pass that, 
while Apollos was at Corinth, 
Paul having passed through 
the upper coasts came to 
Ephesus: and finding certain 
disciples. 


“2. He said unto them, Have 
ye received the Holy Ghost 
since ye believed?” 


Now let’s get that. Here are 
some disciples. They have already 
believed. 


Paul said, “Have you got the 
Holy Ghost since you believed?” 
There is. something else besides 
what comes with salvation. Have 
you received the Holy Ghost since 
you believed? Have you some- 
thing else besides salvation? Have 
you something more than being 
saved ? 
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"And they said unto him, We 
have not so much as heard whether 
there be any Holy Ghost.” 


Brother Springer, that is one 
reason more people don’t have the 
power of the Holy Spirit. They 
never hear anything about it. They 
don’t know anything about it. The 
preachers never taught it. 


"3. And he said unto them, Un- 
to what then were ye baptized? 
and they cried, Unto John's bap- 


tism.” 
When you are baptized, some- 
thing should happen to you! 


"Then said Paul, John verily 
baptized with the baptism of re- 
pentance, saying unto the people, 
that they should believe on him, 
that is, on Christ Jesus. 

"5. When they heard this, they

Lord Jesus. 
"6. And when Paul had laid his 


hands upon them, the Holy Ghost 
came on them; and they spake 
with tongues, and prophesied." 


Now when you were baptized, 
the same thing ought to have hap- 
pened to you that happened when 
Jesus was baptized, the Spirit of 
God descended on him in the form 
of a dove and there came a voice 
from Heaven saying, “This is my 
beloved Son in whom I am weli 
pleased.”” He went to preaching 
the gospel, holding revivals, heal- 
ing the sick and teaching the 
Word, as soon as he was filled 
with the Holy Spirit. Now when 
you are baptized, something ought 
to happen. You should say, “Good- 
bye old world, I’m through.” God 
wants to put power on you. In 
Acts 2:38 the Lord through Peter 
said, “Repent, and be baptized ev- 
ery one of you in the name of Je- 
sus Christ for the remission of 
sins,” that is, for the remission of 
sins you got when you repented. 
Now you are saved. Now be bap- 
tized with reference to that re- 
mission. of sins you got when you 
repented, and he said, “Ye shall 


Now I remind you, there is a 
blessing which should come with 
baptism. Blessing, spiritual pow- 
er, a Christian gets when he is 
baptized if he is taught right about 
baptism, if he means it as a burial 
of his old life and a resurrection 
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to a new life. Baptism, if it is 
honestly done, ought to bring an 
influx of spiritual power. The 
power’ of the Holy. Spirit ought 
to come when a Christian is bap- 
tized, and baptism ought to be as 
close to the place of salvation as 
you can make it. 

Now come back again to what 
Paul himself said, “Have you re- 
ceived the Holy Ghost since you 
believed?” No, when Pentecost 
came, Apollos was down in Epypt, 
and he just told them what John 
preached. ‘There wasn’t anything 
wrong with John’s baptism. it is 
all that Jesus had, all that Peter 
and James and the rest of the 
apostles had. There was notning 
wrong with John’s baptism. Now 
then Paul said, “John verily bap- 
tized with the baptism of repent- 
ance, saying unto the people, that 
they should believe on him which 
should come after him, that is, on 
Christ Jesus.” 

Now I don’t want to go in de- 
tail about some things, but I will 
ask you this morning, “Have you 
received the Holy Ghost since ye 
believed ?” 

Some good men say these men 
were not truly Christian, but the 
Lord says they were disciples. 
Paul said, “Since ye believed.” 
You trusted Christ, now I want 
to know, have you received the 
Holy Ghost since you believed? 


I am not going into the question 
of tongues. I have a booklet on 
that. Now listen, I am not talk- 
ing about the tongues which are 
a modern innovation. If you want 
to talk with tongues, just so you 
do it like they did in the Bible 
times so people understand in the 
tongues in which they were born 
and are converted when they hear 
you, as they were at Pentecost, 
that will be all right. Otherwise, 
leave off the tommyrot, the mod- 
ern innovation, the fanaticism of 
the modern tongues movement. 

Forgive me for speaking plain, 
I want to help you. I want to get 
that out of your way; get the frills 
out of your mind, come back to 
Pentecost and soul winning power. 


As far as I am concerned there 
may be sitting on your head a 
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tongue of fire flaming and forking 
up there, that is all right, I don’t 
care. But it is not the main thing. 
I don’t want you preaching to my 
folks that they need that. We 
should seek nothing but what He 
promised, the power! You may 
want an earthquake as they had 
in Acts 4:31, or a rushing mighty 
wind as they had at Pentecost. I 
don’t care for that, whether you 
have that or not, that is inci- 
dental. That doesn’t . especially 
matter. God didn’t promise it. 
That is one frill, and the next time 
they didn’t have it. I don’t care 
about that. If you want to speak 
in other languages as God gave 
them power to preach to foreign- 
ers in their own language, I don’t 
care, that is incidental. The Lord 
is not talking about that. 

That group at Ephesus was a 
group of various nationalities; they 
talked various languages, praising 
God. It was not any modern un- 
known tongue foolishness. That is 
not what Paul asked about. Paul 
said, “Have ye received the Holy 
Ghost since ye believed?’’ Have 
you anything here besides salva- 
tion, the power of the Holy Spirit? 

Some one says, “Brother Rice, 1 
don’t believe in a second work ot 
grace.” Whether you call it a 
a second work of grace or not, 
doesn’t matter. A Christian needs 
soul winning power, the power of 
the Holy Spirit, a matter aside 
from salvation. 


I am not willing for a man to 
take a term in the Bible and put 
a modern meaning on it.. 


Have you got what they had? 
I do not believe in Pentecostalism 
if you make Pentecost mean mod- 
ern Pentecost. I don’t either. If you 
mean the Bible Pentecost, I do be- 
lieve in that. Have you received 
the Holy Ghost since you believed ? 


Some one will say, “I have nev- 
er gotten to where I don’t sin.” 
Well, I haven’t either. I am not 
talking about that. You say, “I 
haven’t jabbered in an unknown 
language that doesn’t do anybody 
any good.” I haven’t either. I 
aon’t believe in that. But I ask 
you this Bible question; “Have you 
received the Holy Ghost since you 
believed?” Something besides sal- 
vation, gave the power New Tes- 
tament Christians had. They got 
something they hadn’t had; got it 
after they were saved. They got 
something else that gave power 
to win 3,000 souls in a day, that 
gave power to pray so that God 
answered prayer. The sick were 
healed. After they were saved, the 
apostles and others received some- 
thing. They had joy, had soul win- 
néng power, they gave every penny 
they had and were happy, they 
were stoned to death and smiled 
and thanked God for it! They had 
something more that you don’t 
have. 

Maybe some of you have had 
some power but don’t have it now. 
“Have you received the Holy 
Ghost since ye believed?” I ask 
that question. 


Now you follow me and I will 
take the Scriptures and show you. 
The term at Pentecost was “filled.” 
“And when the day of Pentecost 
was fully come, they were all with 
one accord in one place. And sud- 
denly there came a sound from 
heaven as of a rushing migh‘y 
wind, and it filled all the house 
where they were sitting. And there 
appeared unto them cloven tongues 
like as of fire, and it sat upon each 
of them. And they were all 
FILLED with the Holy Ghost.’ 
That word “filled.” They were 
filled with the Holy Spirit. Some 
one says, “That was just for Pen- 
tecost. That was never to be re- 
peated. It was just for Bible 
times, but not for us any more.”’ 
But you are wrong. If you will 
follow me, I will show you. The 
trouble with men is that they don’t 
know the Bible. Throughout the 
Bible, in the Old Testament and 
the New, in all dispensations, peo- 
ple have been filled with the Holy 
Spirit for definite service. That 
neither began nor ended at Pente- 
cost. 

Turn to Exodus 35, verses 30 
and 31. “And Moses said unto the 
children of Israel, See, the Lord 
hath called by name Bezaleel the 
son of Uri, the son of Hur, of 
the tribe of Judah; Amd he hath 
filed him with the spirit of God, 
in wisdom, in understanding, and 
in knowledge, and in all manner 
of workmanship.” “Filled with the 
Spirit.” “Filled with the Spirit.” 
That is exactly the term used at 
Pentecost. “Filled with the Spir-

it.” “And they were all filled with 
the Holy Ghost.” Yonder in Exo- 
dus the man was filled with the 
Holy Spirit, and that was not for 
tongues, not for sinless perfection. 
That was a special, divine anoint- 
ing, a gift of the Spirit, a filling 
of the Spirit for service. To do 
God’s work we need His super- 
ratural power. Now then in the 
Old Testament, there is a case of 
a man who was filled with the 
Spirit and it happened many times. 
God used various terms to describe 
it, but it was the same. 

In Luke, the first chapter, be- 
fore Jesus was ever born, was the 
case of Zacharias. He and his wife 
prayed, and God said, “Zacharias, 
I am going to give you a boy.” 
Now look at verse 15, “And he 
shall be filled with the Holy Ghost, 
even from his mother’s womb.” 
I remind you, too, that John the 
Baptist was filled with the Hoiy 
Ghost from the time he was born, 
and he was born six months be- 
fore Jesus was, so before Jesus 
was born, people were filled with 
the Holy Ghost. 

Again in the same chapter more 
people were filled too. It didn’t 
just start at Pentecost. All down 
through the ages God filled people 
for service, to testify, to bear wit- 
ness, to win souls, as John the 
Baptist did. It didn’t just start 
at Pentecost. Now turn in the 
same chapter and read in verse 
41. “And it came to pass, that, 
when Elizabeth heard the saluta- 
tion of Mary, the babe leaped in 
her womb; and Elizabeth was 
filed with the Holy Ghost.” Ex- 
actly the same term as used as 
about Pentecost. Exactly word for 
word, what happened to the dis- 
ciples, happened long before to 
Elizabeth. The same power, the 
same Spirit, the same boldness, to 
witness for Jesus. 

Now on the next page, Luke the 
first chapter, verse 67, “And his 
father Zacharias. was filled with 
the Holy Ghost.” Notice, at Pen- 
tecost, “And they were all filled 
with the Holy-Ghost.” John the 
Baptist was. filled with the Holy 
Ghost, Elizabeth was filled with

the Holy Ghost, Zacharias was 
filled with the Holy Ghost. That is 
nothing new! That didn’t start at 
Pentecost! That started before Je- 
sus was born. Many people were 
filed with the Holy Ghost, had a 
special enduement of Holy Spirit 
power, the power of God came on 
them, all down the years. 


Baptism of Filling? 

Suppose you turn then and let 
us look at Acts the first chapter. 
In verse five, Jesus said, “Ye shall 
be baptized with the Holy Ghost 
not many days hence.’ The only 
difference is this, you take a 
bucket and let it down in the well 
and you will get it filled, also 
covered up, or baptized. You put 
a cup in the dishpan and turn the 
faucet. The cup will be filled, and 
if you keep on pouring, it will be 
covered up, too. The same thing 
happens to the same cup. The 
same thing happens to the same 
bucket. Got filled and got bap- 
tized both. There wasn’t any dif- 
ference. The Bible uses both terms 
about the same thing that hap- 
pened at Pentecost. God poured 
out the Holy Ghost in measure 
enough to both fill and baptize. I 
don’t care whether you call it a 
“filling” or an “anointing” or a 
“baptism” or a “pouring out” or a 
“gift” of the Spirit. I am anxious 
for you to have it. 

Now let’s see in Acts 2:4. Let’s 
read that passage. 

“And they were all filled with 
the Holy Ghost, and began to speak 


with other tongues as the Spirit |

gave them utterance.” 
tongues means languages. 
Scripture goes on to say there 
were sixteen nationalities of Jews 
present and everybody heard the 


gospel in his own language in| 
which he was born. There wasn’t | 


any nonsense, there wasn’t any 
frill about that. It was a miracle

Special purpose. That wasn’t re- 
peated later, when they were 
filled again in Acts 4:31, or in 
many other cases. 

Now look at Acts 4:8. The case 
of Peter is an illustration wf the 
same thing. At Pentecost Peter 
was filled, but was filled again 
here with the Holy Ghost. It did 
not stop at Pentecost. 

Another case where they were 
filled with the Holy Ghost. Look 
at Acts 4:31: “And when they had 
prayed, the place was shaken 
where they were assembled to- 
gether; and they were all filled 
with the Holy Ghost, and they 
spake the Word of God with bold- 
ness.” The words are the same, 
they mean the same, and the same 
thing happened here as at Pen- 
tecost! a 

Yes, people were filled with the 
Holy Ghost all through the Bible, 
before Pentecost, at Pentecost, and 
ever since Pentecost, people still 
may be filled with the Holy Ghost. 

‘Now let’s skip over to Ephesi- 
ans. If there is one letter especial- 
ly fitted for modern Christians, it 
is this. It is addressed to the 
saints in Christ Jesus everywhere, 
Gentiles as well as Jews. 

Ephesians 5:18. “And be not 
drunk with wine, wherein is ex- 


-cess; but be filled with the Spirit.” 


All right here it is. I have fol- 
lowed from the Old Testament to 
the New Testament, before Jesus 
was born and during His ministry 
and after His ascension, at Pen- 
tecost, and after Pentecost with 
Jews and with Gentiles and God 
uses the same word all. the way 
through, and the last reference is 
a plain command to be filled with 
the Holy Ghost! The filling didn’t 
start and stop at Pentecost. We 
can have it, too, and ought to have 
it. God didn’t stop with it. There 
is a line of proof that proves the 
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ing unmoved from your position of faith makes you stronger 


on every other line. 


Often God delays purposely, and the delay is just as much 
an answer to your prayer as is the fulfillment when it comes. 
In the lives of all the great Bible characters, God worked 
thus. Abraham, Moses and Elijah were not great in the begin- 
ning, but were made great through the discipline of their faith, 
and only thus were they fitted for the position to which God 


had called them. 


For example, in the case of Joseph whom the Lord was 
training for the throne of Egypt, we read in the Psalms: “The 


word of the Lord tried him.”’ 


It was not the prison life With 


its hard beds or poor food that tried him, but it was the Word 
God had spoken into his heart in the early years concerning 
elevation and honor which were greater than his brethren were 
to receive; it was this which was ever before him, when every 
step in his career made it seem more and more impossible of ful- 
fillment, until he was there imprisoned, and all in innocency, 
while others who were perhaps justly incarcerated, were released, 
and he was left to languish alone. 

These were hours that tried his soul, but hours of spiritual 


growth and development, that, “When his word came” 


(the 


word of release), found him fitted for the delicate task of deal- 
ing with his wayward brethren, with a love and patience only 


surpassed by God Himself. 


No amount of persecution tries like such experiences as 
these. When God has spoken of His purpose to do, and yet the 
days go on and He does not do it, that is truly hard; but it is 
a discipline of faith that will bring us into a knowledge of God 
which would otherwise be impossible.

"The Promise" Is For ' Us 


Here is another. Is it for us 
today? The baptism, filling, anoint- 
ing or gift or pouring out of the 
Spirit: is it fer us today? All 
right, here is another line of proof. 
You listen. Turn to Luke 24:49, 
“Behold, I send the promise of my 
Father upon you: but tarry ye in 
the city of Jerusalem, until ye be 
endued with power from on high.” 
Notice that word promise. What 
is that promise? “Behold I send 
the promise of my Father upon 
you: but tarry ye in the city of 
Jerusalem until ye be endued with 
power from on high.” The prom- 
ise is for power. Now underline 
that word promise. Now when you 
trace the word down, it assumes 
a definite meaning. It is used re- 
peatedly by the Holy Spirit in ref- 
erence to a definite blessing of 
Holy Spirit power. 

Turn to the first chapter of Acts. 
Luke wrote the book of Luke, and 
Luke wrote the book of Acts, too. 
Now he said, “The former treatise 
have I made, O Theophilus, of all 
that Jesus began both to do and 
teach,”’ and now look at verse 3: 
“To whom (his apostles) also he 
shewed himself alive after his pas- 
sion by many infallible proofs, be- 
ing seen of them forty days, and 
speaking of the things pertain- 
ing to the kingdom of God.” Now 
verse 4, “And, being assembled to- 
gether with them, (the apostles), 
commanded them that they should 
not depart:from Jerusalem, but 
wait for the promise of the Fa- 
ther, which, saith he, ye have 
heard of me.’”’ THE promise. There 
is just one promise for lost sin- 
ners, just one thing they need and 
that is salvation. For saved sin- 
ners, Christians, there is one thing 
we need, and that is the fullness 
of the Spirit. Put those down. 
The promise for sinners is sal- 
vation. The promise for every 
Christian is power, the power of 
the Holy Spirit. When you get 
that you can get your prayers an- 
swered, joy in your heart, soul 
winning power, everything when 
you get the gift of the Holy Spir- 
it. “Wait for the promise of the 
Father, which saith he, ye have 
heard of me. For John truly bap- 
tized with water; but ye shall be 
baptized with the Holy Ghost not 
many days hence.” 

What was the promise of the 
Father? Jesus said again, “Wait 
for the promise.” In Acts 1:8, He 
said, “But ye shall receive power, 
after that the Holy Ghost is come 
upon you: and ye shall be witness- 
es unto me both in Jerusalem, and 
in all Judea, and in Samaria, and 


-| unto the uttermost part of the 


earth.” 

That is the promise. Now look 
again at the second chapter, will 
vou? In the second chapter, verse 
82 and following, Peter said, “This 
Jesus hath God raised up, whereof 
we all are witnesses. Therefore 
being by the right hand of God 
exalted. and having received of 
the Father the promise of the Holy 
Ghost, he hath shed forth this 
which ye now See and hear.” 
Underline the word “promise.” 
The Promise! 

Notice this, in Luke 24:49 the 
promise is for Holy Spirit power. 
In Acts 1:5 the promise is for 
Holy Spirit power. In Acts 2:33 
the promise of the Holy Ghost, 
the Holy Spirit is for power. In 
the same second chapter, read on 
in verse 38 where they said, 
“What shall we do?” and Peter 
said, “Repent, and be baptized 
every one of you in the name of 
Jesus Christ for the remission of 
sins, and ye shall receive the gift 
of the Holy Ghost. For the prom- 
ise.” (underline the promise. There 
is but one promise, not a secon- 
dary promise, not even more 
promises, but the whole promise), 
“the promise is unto you and to 
vour children, and to all that are 
afar off. even as many as the Lord 
our God shall call.” 

Now there-is a line of proof 
without any shadow of a. doubt. 
Wait for what? Wait for the 
promise of the Father and you 
shall receive power-when you wait. 
“And, being assembled together 
with them, commanded them that 
they should not depart from Jeru- 
salem. but wait for the promise of 
the Father, which, saith he, ye 
have heard of me” (Acts 1:3). 
Then in Acts 2:33 Peter said, “.Je- 
sus has given the promise of the 
Father and poured out this,” and 
then in verse 38, he said, “That 
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——_—_—________ — 
promise of the Holy Ghost — And 
ye shall receive the gift of the 
Holy Ghost — is for you and your 
children.””’ Now, I am not a Jew, 
nor the son of a Jew, but he said, 
“and to all that are afar off.” I 
am a good long ways off, and that 
means me. And then he said, 
“Even as many as the Lord our 
God shall call.’”’” I know I am called 
to believe in Christ. I am saved, 
so the promise is to me! 


There is the second line of proof, 
proof beyond any shadow of doubt 
that the power of Pentecost can 
be ours. I didn’t say frills. God 
gave different outward signs at 
different times. He gave tongues 
of fire, a cyclone of wind and pow- 
er to speak in other languages in 
Acts 2:4, but didn’t give them in 


Acts 4:31. They got the same 
power, but didn’t get the same 
frills. I am not talking about us 


needing to talk in tongues. I am 
not talking about sinless perfec- 
tion or any false claims. I am not 
talking about fanaticism. I am 
talking about the power, that New 
Testament Christians had. They 
had it, and it is for us. You can 
have it. If you don’t have it, you 
haven’t paid the price. You have 
not done what they did. You have 
not prayed like they prayed, you 
haven’t lived like they lived or 
vou would have what they had. 
“The promise is to you and to 
your children, and to all that are 
afar off, even as many as the Lord 
our God shall call,” that is. the 
promise of the same Holy Spirit 
filing as they had at Pentecost. 


Every Man May Have the Mani- 
festation of the Spirit of God 


That isn’t all! There is another 
line of proof here. Turn to I Cor- 
inthians, the second chapter, verse 
2. Paul said, “I determined not to 
know anything among you, save 
Jesus Christ, and him crucified.” 
He said, “I was with you in weak- 


ness, and in fear, and in much 
trembling.”” Now I Corinthians, 
2:1-4. 


“And I, brethren, when I came 
to you, came not with excellency 
of speech or of wisdom, declaring 
unto you the testimony of God. 
For I determined not to know any- 
thing among you, save Jesus 
Christ, and him crucified. And I 
was with you in weakness, and in 
fear, and in much trembling. And 
my speech and my preaching was 
not witn enticing words of man’s 
wisdom, but in demonstration of 
the Spirit and of power.” 

Now that is what Paul had.. It 
wasn’t smartness. It wasn’t fine 
illustrations. It wasn’t quoting 
poetry, nor catchy sayings. Paul's 
power was not culture. “I came 
to you in the demonstration of the 
Holy Ghost and of power.” Ev- 
ery preacher believes in the Holy 
Spirit but they don’t all believe 
in the demonstration of the Holy 
Spirit. They don’t believe He 
shows His power these days. That 
is the difference. Paul says, “I 
came to you in thé demonstration 
of the Holy Spirit and power.” 


That was Paul, but turn to the 
12th chapter. Look at verse 4 to 
7. 

“4. Now there are diversi- 
ties of gifts, but the same 
Spirit. 

“s And there are differences 
of administrations, but the 
same Lord. 

“ge And there are diversi- 
ties of operations, but it is 
the same God which worketh 
all in all.” , 


Now verse 7: “But the mani- 
festation of the Spirit is given to 
every man to profit withal.” 

“The manifestation of the Spir- 
it”? not just the Spirit. All admit 
that we have the Spirit. He dwells 
in every saved body. But “the 
manifestation of the Spirit.” the 
show of His power and wisdom, 
soul winning power, the manifesta- 
tion of the Spirit is given to every 
man to profit withal. Every man! 
Every man! Every saved person 
can have the Holy Spirit and does 
have the Holy Spirit. But every 
saved person can not only have 
the Spirit. but he can have the 
power of the Spirit, the manifesta- 
tion of the Spirit, the presence of 
the Spirit manifest, so the Scrip- 
tures say. The Bible is full of 
vroof that ought to convince every- 
body that believes the Bible that, 
thank God, the power of Pente- 
cost is for us today and we can 
have it!

great upon us and we believe He 
wil pour out upon us the greatest 
blessings the church has ever ex- 
perienced within the next two 
months, in the Bible School and 
revival and following. So with 
prayerful, loving hearts, let us do 
our best and expect the dear Lord 
to repay. 

“Seek ye first the kingdom 
of God and his righteousness;

“Give, and it shall be given 
unto you; good measure, 
pressed down, and shaken to- 
gether, and running over, shall 
men give into your bosom. For 
with the same measure that ye 
mete withal it shall be meas- 
ured to you again” (Luke 6:

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Soul Winning Power Is the 
Evidence 


Now what will it do then? 
What will we have when we have 
it? Again I say, I will have to 
say this because the truth of the 
matter is that you Baptists have 
been so cold and prayerless and 
powerless, and you Methodists too, 
and you Presbyterians, have been 
so blue-stockinged, depended so 
much on education, so cold and 
powerless, and so have nearly all 
the other churches that you have 
left it to a few people, often ig- 
norant, but who love God, to do 
all the teaching about the power 
of the Holy Spirit. Instead of 
getting the heart of the thing, 
they got a lot of the frills, and 
often get fanaticism. But we ought 
to honor them because they cared. 
We have left it to them. I am 
now talking about power of the 
Holy Spirit. If you are thinking 
of tongues, sinless perfection, 
holiness or something like that, 
just blot that out of your mind. 

What will it be if I have the 
power of the Holy Spirit? One 
verse of Scripture will settle that 
forever. Acts 1:8: 

“But ye shall receive power, 
after that the Holy Ghost is come 
upon you: and ye shall be wit- 
nesses unto me both in Jerusalem, 
and in all Judea, and in Samaria, 
and unto the uttermost part of the 
earth.” Now that answers ail 
questions. 

Somebody says, “Brother Rice, I 
have the Holy Spirit. I got my 
baptism at such and such a time.” 
“You did?” I ask. “Yes, I did. I 
tell you, I rolled on the floor and 
hollered ‘Glory, glory, glory.’” 
“That won’t prove it to me,” I say. 
“It will take more than that.’’ “Oh, 
but I tell you, Brother Rice, I saw 
angels, and heard their wings a- 
flopping.” 
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It will take more than that! 
That is not what Jesus promised. 
That may be sometimes all right, 
I think. God has struck people 
down sometimes. I saw men that 
God laid down. In Binghamton, 
New York last year, a man was 
convicted as I preached and he 
resisted and resisted and resisted, 
and the first thing you know, he 
keeled over in a faint during the 
invitation. But for the power of 
God it would have created a scene. 
It is a strange thing to me that 
we don’t have nearly as much of 
that as we ought to have. But 
God struck him down. A couple of 
men got him and took him outside, 
a man on each side, and took him 
out in that cold zero air. The serv- 
ices were dismissed, but he said, 
“T can’t go home! I can’t go 
home! I have got to settle this 
tonight!” They brought him bacl 
to me to say, “I take Jesus to- 
night.” That was the power of 
God and I believe in that. I didn’t 
expect that nor preach that. God 
did it. 


Another old backslider, a curser, 
fell full-length on the floor. I 
wasn’t preaching that sort of 
thing. It wasn’t me, it was God. 
I don’t care if God does it. I don’t 
care what God does. But if it is 
of God it ought to lead people to 
be saved. If it doesn’t, it is not 
what God promised. This is the 
promise, “Ye shall receive power 
after that the Holy Ghost is come 
upon you; and ye shall be witness- 
es unto me.” 

Oh, but you say, “I just felt 
most glorious when I talked in 
tongues!” The Bible doesn’t say 
anything about how people felt. 
You put emphasis on what God 
said was the very least of the gifts 
of the Spirit. Most of the time it 
is an imposition, an imitation, 
anyway, and it is not what they 
had at Pentecost. You don’t talk 
for the Lord so that people hear 
the gospel in their own tongue 
wherein they were born. It is a 
fraud and the devil has cheated 
you, that’s all. Talking in tongues 
is not the evidence of the filling 
or anointing or baptism or gift 
of the Holy Spirit.

Well, 
were there three thousand saved 
that day? That is what proves it, 
brother. Oh, that God would give 
us more of what some men have 
the power of God on our, preach- 
ing and testimony. Moody had it. 
Finney had it. Many New Testa- 
ment Christians had it. May God 
give it to us, this filling, baptizing, 
outpouring of the Holy Spirit. 

A woman preacher came to the 
town of Shamrock a good many 
years ago where I was pastor. I 
don’t believe in women preachers. 
I may be losing friends by say- 
ing that. The Bible way is good 
enough for me. If they needed no 
women preachers, we need none 
either. This woman came, she was 
a Christian woman. I was kind to 
her. I prayed for her, and I went 
out to the meeting a night or two 
and did personal work. She said, 
“Oh, Brother Rice, I am praying 


for you.” I said, “I am glad you |! 


are. I want everybody to pray 
for me.” “But,” she said, “I am 
praying for you to receive the bap- 
tism of the Holy Ghost.” I said, 
*T am praying for that, too. But 
wait a minute, don’t misunderstand 
me. Maybe I will get down and 
roll on the floor, but that is not 
what I am praying for,” I said. 
“That is not what God promised. 
The evidence has got to be this; 
the power of God on my testi- 
mony. You know in this year’s 
time, my church has doubled its 
membership. We have had some 
800 conversions here. And you 
know I have been out and had 
many other people saved. We have 
built a church house, and baptized 
135 in the church. (Only eight 
preachers in Texas baptized as 
many as I did that year). The 
evidence has got to be more sin- 
ners to hear me, more sinners con- 
verted and transformed. That is 
the power, the power. That is the 
Bible evidence, the power of the 
Holy Ghost.” .

The wise 
parents will 
help their chil- 
dren choose the 
books that they

parents would read some of the 
books that their sons and daugh- 
ters read today, they would be 
shocked.

He wanted me to 
give him the names of some good 
high class books for his three chil- 
dren to read during that summer.

And are often 
too busy to even talk to their sons 
and daughters about the kind of 
literature that they ought to read. 
The literature your child reads 
develops character either for good 
or bad. I would like to suggest a 
number of books that can be read 
during vacation this year with 
great profit. First, I would sug- 
gest that your girls and boys of 
all ages read Hurlbut’s Story of 
the Bible. Many have learned a 
lot about the Bible and cultivated 
a taste for reading good books by 
reading Hurlbut’s Story of the Bi- 
ble.
